- Tt-would, of course, have been far more 
satisfactory if an Jmperiz} Decree had been 
issued, simply cancelling the appointment, 
Dut, this is not the Chinese way. Still, it is 
a question, at tho present moment, how far 
the Treaty Powers ought to go in the 
direction of “sdving Chinese face.” We 
are disposed to think that it is vot the. time, 
to ‘save the Chinese Government from. 
humiliation, By its own base acts the 
Imperial Chineve Government hive brought 
disaster and humiliation upon themselves, 
and they should be made to drink the cup 
to the dregs. 
have stopped the absurd but terrible tragedy 
contrived by the Boxers, and they could 
certainly and more especially have abstaired 
from taking # leading part in the fiendish tor- 
tureand massaereof miesionaries.

They do not seck vengeance so much as-the 
power to make the authors of the recent 
crimes personally responsible for them. - It 
is only ix this way that the mundaribs can 


| be reached. Rumour says that the Germans
